BRINGING OUT THE FACTS. 


Somo of tlic Socrets of tin* Cotton-Soed 


Oil Trust—Ono of tho Director* Tnlll 
lioxv It lilts licun Managed aud tlio 
Profits It Has Made. 
NEW YOBK, Feb. '23.—The Senate Investi- 


gating Committee took up tlie Cotton-Seed 
Oil Trust yesterday. This trust made no 
effort to conceal its real status. Before the 
examination of witnesses was begun LJW. 
yer Elihu Eoot, on behalf of the trust, ob- 
jected to the investigation on technical 
grounds. The committee overruled the ob- 
jections, and called John Scott, one of tho 
trustees, to the witness-stand. He sold: 


"There are seventy or eighty companies In 


tho trust; last year's crop was 700,000 tons, ol 
which the company corurolled 333,000 tons; 
27!/i per cent, of the oil was exported. Tho bal- 
ance ivas used Tor soap, safety lamps for mln* 
crs 
and 
as a lubricant. 
The 
several 


firms make monthly reports, which are in- 
vestigated by employes of the trust. The cap- 
ital stock of the trust is fixed at WI,700,000, 
nominally. A dividend of'1 percent, has beon 
declared. As the stock sold for 35 per cent, the 
dividend was actually about 1C per cent. The 
combined stock of tbc companies entering the 
combine was less than half of the stock of the 
uu&t.'1 


The witnefiu thought that since the form- 


ation of the trust, (n ISSo, the price of 
cotton-seed had risen. At that time the 
mills were on tbc ver^e of bankruptcy and 
some of. them had sbut dowa 


Colonel Miss asked the -witness if ho had 


heard that Armour i Co., of Chicago, had at 
one time threatened to establish a cotton- 
seed oil trust in opposition to tho one now 
existing.
